Gunboats to Aid. 

Otis has procured 13 of the gunboats 
formerly owned by the Spanish govern- 
ment and these are to play an impor- 
tant part in the development of the 
campaign.

To Pen Aguinaldo In. 

If this movement succeeds, as it 
should, if made with rapidity, the in- 
surgent army will find itself complete- 
ly penned in with no opportunity for 
retreat. To the north will be this flying 
brigade, on the east Laguna de Bay, 
across which they will be prevented 
from escaping by the American gun- 
boats now afloat there; the Pasig river 
to the south is well policed by tinclads, 
and with a strong line in the position 
occupied by Wheaton’s brigade will cut 
off any movement in that direction, 
while to the west the bay of Manila is 
closed by Dewey’s vessels.

Are Decidedly Uncommunicative Re- 
garding the Trouble with Ne- 
groes in Southern Arkansas,

Aged Thomas Bull Perishes While 
Trying to Save Others.

FOUR VICTIMS OF A FIRE IN MEMPHIS, 


The Brave Fellow Undertakes to 
Save a Widow and Two Chil- 
dren, But All of Them 
Lose Their Lives. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 25.—In a fire 
Friday. morning at Mrs. E. B. Nolen’s 
boarding house at 104 Court streėt, 
there was a property loss of not more 
than $2,500, but four lives were lost and 
six people were more or less seriously 
injured. The dead are: 

Mrs. Chapin, a widow. 

Roy Chapin, her son, aged ten. 

Chester. Chapin, aged four. 

Thomas ull, aged 60. 

‘hose most seriously injured are: 

Robert Campbell, leg broken. 

Katie Lloyd, stenographer for the may- 
or, burned about the face. 

Paul Martin, badly burned about face 
and arms. 

Preston Lloyd, severely burned. 

Mrs. C. A. McMillan, prostrated by 
nervous shock. 

Diggs Nolen, aged 12, slightly burned. 


Story of the Fire. 
Mrs. Nolen’s boarding house was pat- 
ronized by regular boarders as well as 


. by roomers and transients. At the time 


of the fire there were 21 people in the 
house. The fire originated in the front 
room on the first floor of the building. 
A fire from the grate ighited the hang- 
ing curtains in the early part of the 
night and a prompt response by the fire 
department succeeded in extinguish- 
ing the flames without damage. The 
guests retired at the usual hour. At an 
early hour Friday morning flames were 
seen issuing from the house and the in- 
mates wildly rushing about in a frantic 
effort to escape. The department again 
responded promptly and after the fire 
was under control, the search revealed 


the charred bodies of the dead. In one 
of the front rooms on the second floor 
the bodies of Mrs. Chapin and her two 
little sons were found. These unfor- 
tunates died by suffocation. They were 
only slightly burned. _ 

An Aged Hero, 

In the rear room on the same floor 
was found the body of Bull. The aged 
man had died in a heroic attempt to 
save the life of Mrs. Chapin and her lit- 
tle children. He was burned to death 
and his body presented a horrible spec- 
tacle. His eyes were burned out and 
one looking at his charred remains 
could not tell whether he had been a 
white mah or a negro. When aroused 
by the smoke, Mr. Bull left his room and 
went into the hallway, where he ran 
across‘Mrs, Chapin trying to get her 
children 94, place of safety. By mis- 
take; Mrs. Chapin went into a room and 
there she swooned, being overcome by 
dense smoke. Bull persisted in his ef- 
forts in behalf of the woman and her 
children, but found too late that all 
egress was cut off by the flames. Mr. 
Bull was a prominent member of the G. 
A. R., and at one time was a commission 
merchant and grocer in St. Louis, Mo. 
He had been married 29 years. He had 
six living children, one of whom is in 
Cuba with the Sixth Missouri volun- 
teers. Another is in business in Kansas 
City, and the others are at home with 
their mother in St. Louis. 3 

The Omaha Fire. 

Omaha, Neb., March 25.—The coro- 
ner’s inquest into the Patterson block 
fire was held Friday, but nothing was 
developed to show that the fire was of 
incendiary origin. It was:conclusively 
shown that it did not originate on the 
top floor or from a gasoline stove ex- 
plosion, as the only stove of the kind in 
the building contained no gasoline and 
had not been used for months. Several 
firemen were called, including the mem- 
bers of the company first on the ground. 
They were all of the opinion the fire 
started in the basement at the foot of 
the elevator shaft. 

More Bodies Found. 

New York, March 25.—Four more 
bodies were recovered from the ruins 
of the Windsor hotel Friday. The rec- 
ord, as it now stands, is 23 dead, 40 or 
more missing, and a large collection of 
small bones.

PASSED AWAY. 


Francis H. Pierpont, of West Vir. 
Zinia, Last of the War Governors, 
Dies at Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 25.—Hon. 
Francis Harrison Pierpont, the first 
governor of West Virginia, died Friday 
night in this city at the residence of 
his daughter, Mrs. W. H. Siviter, after 
an illness of several days. The ex-gov- 
ernor had been in a feeble physical 
state for several months, by reason of 
his advanced age—86 years—but not un- 
til Thursday evening, just after dinner, 
was his condition considered serious, 
He was then seized with a fainting spell, 
from which his physicians said he could 
not recover. He was surrounded all 
day by the remaining members of his 
family, and at about nine p. m. passed 
peacefully away. 

[Hon. F. H. Pierpont was the last of the 
war governors. He was the union governor 
of the restored government of Virginia, or- 
ganized in Wheeling at the outbreak of the 
war by the citizens of what is now West 
Virginia, and opposed to secession. He was 
the principal agitator of the division of the 
state before the war and a prime mover in 
the organization of West Virginia, and has 
since been known as the father of that 
state. The story of his war career would 
be the history of both states during the 
civil war. He was born in Fairmont, June 
25, 1814, in the pioneer days of that part 
of the state, and worked on his father’s 
farm; was educated at Allegheny college, 
in Pennsylvania, and afterward taught 
school in Mississippi, during which time he 
studied law, and became a leading attorney 
on his return to Fairmont. He took an ac- 
tive part in public affairs, and, being an 
abolitionist, advocated that doctrine open- 
ly. He also agitated the division of the pee

Gen. Woodford may not be the 
new envoy, owing to the fact that New 
York already has such an undue pro- 
portion of the highest diplomatic ap- 


pointments. 


To Annihilate Insurgents. 

Washington, March 25.—It is under- 
stood here that Gen. Otis has so far ma- 
tured his plans of campaign that within 
a week or ten days he will be able to be- 
gin a movement which is expected to 
mark the destruction of Aguinaldo’s 
army. Although stragglers and fugi- 


ff | tives may infest the island of Luzon for 
a | some time, it is believed that after Otis 


has delivered his next blow the insur- 
gent army, as an organization, will have 
ceased to exist. The new movement 
will be, it is understood, by a combined 
land and water attack, though it is 
not expected that the navy’s part in the 
progranime will be particularly prom- 
inent. 
Gunboats to Aid. 

Otis has procured 13 of the gunboats 
formerly owned by the Spanish govern- 
ment and these are to play an impor- 
tant part in the development of the 
campaign. Many of the troops which 
had been engaged on the outer lines up 
to the date of Gen. Lawton’s arrival at 
Manila have been withdrawn to the 
water front, and a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the army is now in progress. 
The reenforcements now arriving at 
Manila are being used to maintain the 
strength of the lines running from 
Manila to Pasig established by Whea- 
ton’s flying brigade. The next move- 
ment that is expected here is to be by 
water. It is believed that Otis will 
place a complete brigade on board ves- 
sels, steam rapidly northward, and 
land them beyond the insurgent head- 
quarters at Malolos. 

To Pen Aguinaldo In. 

If this movement succeeds, as it 
should, if made with rapidity, the in- 
surgent army will find itself complete- 
ly penned in with no opportunity for 
retreat. To the north will be this flying 
brigade, on the east Laguna de Bay, 
across which they will be prevented 
from escaping by the American gun- 
boats now afloat there; the Pasig river 
to the south is well policed by tinclads, 
and with a strong line in the position 
occupied by Wheaton’s brigade will cut 
off any movement in that direction, 
while to the west the bay of Manila is 
closed by Dewey’s vessels. It is hard 
to conceive how, if this plan carries, the 
insurgents can longer avoid a de- 
cisive conflict which must end either in 
their breaking through the American 
lines orin their surrender. Itis evident 
that Otis expects the latter, for he has 
already advised the war department 
that the insurrection cannot last much 
longer. 

Insurgents Concentrating. 

Manila, March 25. — Two Spanish 
prisoners who have escaped from Polo 
to the lines of the Kansas regiment 
report that the Filipinos have con- 
centrated their forces at Malabon and 
Polo. They add that only Aguinaldo’s 
bodyguard is at Malolos, and that the 
rebel leaders apparently intend to 
stake their fortunes on a fight 
at Malabon. If defeated, it is 
further asserted, the rebels intend 
to disperse to the swamps and 
mountains. The rebels were put- 
ting their Bolos in front, believing that 
the Bolomen’s charms will avert the 
bullets. The Bolos of the Filipinos 
greatly outnumber the rifles in their 
hands. The rebels are further said 
to have admitted that they cannot 
withstand the American shells and 
bayonet charges. 

The escaped Spaniards corroborated 
the stories told of food shortage 
among the rebels, and they added that 
their hospitals are short of supplies. 

According to Filipino accounts, 1,000 
Americans have been killed, the fatal- 
ities being especially heavy at Caloo- 
can, where the United States troops 
“rushed like madmen Godage a storm 
of bullets.” 

Cannot Reenlist as Wein ta. 

Washington, March 25.—The war de- 
partment has been asked if some of the 
volunteer regiments returning from 
Cuba, which were organized as im- 
munes, could be reenlisted in their en- 
tirety. It was stated that some of these 
regiments desired to so enlist and be 
sent to the Philippines. In reply, the 
department says that such enlistments 
cannot be made. The temporary reen- 
listments provided for under the army 
law- are to be made from volunteer 
troops now serving in the Philippines, 
who will be subject to immediate mus- 
ter out as soon as the ratification of 
the peace treaty is proclaimed. It is 
expected that Gen. Otis will organize a 
brigade or more of these men. The or-

ing yellow caps, was drawn up King 
street to the church at one o’clock. 
Among the organizations participating 
in the parade were the Second bat- 
talion United States volunteer engi- 
neers, First regiment N. G. 
sailors from the United States steam-

civic and Hawaiian societies. 

The services in the church were very 
impressive and well conducted by the 
bishop of Honolulu. Seats were re- 
served on the left of the eatafalque for 
the president and the cabinet and the 
justices of the supreme court, the 
judges of the circuit court and other 
American and Hawaiian officials. In 
the body of the church seats were re- 
served for the consular corps, which 
was present in its entirety, members 
of the house and senate and others 
The 
catafalque was placed in front of 
the pulpit and was covered with aroyal 
pall of velvet and another of yellow, 
made of ilimas. The white casket was 
almost buried in floral pieces, which 
kept coming in up to the last moment. 
On either side of the casket six kahili 
bearers, wearing yellow feather capes, 
waved their kahili with rhythmic 
movement. The floral tributes were 
magnificent and numerous. 

With the removal of the casket from 
the church began the tolling of the bell 
and the firing of the minute guns from 
ae summit of Punchbowl. The serv- 
ices in the mausoleum were simply 
those of the burial service, the choir 
Singing the hymn. The mausoleum 
was dimly lighted and these services 
were very effective. The entire line 
of march was crowded on both sides of 
the street with spectators. It is esti- 

mated that 25,000 persons took part in 
the procession or witnessed it. 


WHITES WON’T TALK. 


Are Decidedly Uncommunicative Re- 
garding the Trouble with Ne- 
groes in Southern Arkansas. 


Texarkana, Ark., March 25.—A corre- 
spondent visited Little River county 
Friday and endeavored to get the 
facts in regard to the trouble between 
the whites and blacks there, but found 
it a very difficult undertaking. The 
white citizens are very reticent, and are 
apparently not willing to give any news 
for publication. The part of the coun- 
try through which the correspondent 
traveled was quiet, and there was no 
outward indication of any further 
trouble. It was impossible to learn 
how many negroes had really been 
lynched, as nearly all the colored popu- 
lation had left the neighborhood. Red 
river bottoms, where most of the lynch- 
ings are said to have occurred, was not 
visited, but four negroes are known to 
have fallen victims to the mob’s wrath. 
The few remaining negroesin that part 
of the country traveled through bythe 
correspondent are still in a state of 
createxcitement and fear more trouDbre. 
They talk excitedly of the occurrences 
of the past few days, and assert posi- 
tively that a dozen or more men have 
been killed in the Red river bottoms, 
mentioning names of negroes who have 
disappeared since the: lynching of 
Duckett to substantiate their assertion. 
Two wagon loads of blacks arrived in 
Texarkana Friday from Little River 
county. 


Prairie Fire Raging. 
Maywood, Neb., March 25.—A bad 
prairie fire is raging in this locality, the 
tall grass, which is now dry, giving it a 


full sweep. Many stacks of unthreshed. 


grain and hundreds of tons of hay have 
been burned near here. Small farmers, 
it is feared, may be burned out. This 
town, which is poorly protected, was 
only saved by everyone turning outand 
beating back the flames. —

Story of the Fire. 
Mrs. Nolen’s boarding house was pat- 
ronized by regular boarders as well as 


. by roomers and transients. At the time 


of the fire there were 21 people in the 
house. The fire originated in the front 
room on the first floor of the building. 
A fire from the grate ighited the hang- 
ing curtains in the early part of the 
night and a prompt response by the fire 
department succeeded in extinguish- 
ing the flames without damage. The 
guests retired at the usual hour. At an 
early hour Friday morning flames were 
seen issuing from the house and the in- 
mates wildly rushing about in a frantic 
effort to escape. The department again 
responded promptly and after the fire 
was under control, the search revealed 
the charred bodies of the dead. In one 
of the front rooms on the second floor 
the bodies of Mrs. Chapin and her two 
little sons were found. These unfor- 
tunates died by suffocation. They were 
only slightly burned. _ 
An Aged Hero. 

In the rear room on the same floor 
was found the body of Bull. The aged 
man had died in a heroic attempt to 
save the life of Mrs. Chapin and her lit- 
tle children. He was burned to death 
and his body presented a horrible spec- 
tacle. His eyes were burned out and 
one looking at his charred remains 
could not tell whether he had been 2 
white man or a negro. When aroused 
by the smoke, Mr. Bull left his room and 
went into the hallway, where he ran 
across’Mrs, Chapin trying to get her 
children aa place of safety. By mis- 
take, Mrs. Chapin went into a room and 
there she swooned, being overcome by 
dense smoke. Bull persisted in his ef- 
forts in behalf of the woman and her 
children, but found too late that all 
egress was cut off by the flames. Mr. 
Bull was a prominent member of the G. 
A. R., and at one time was a commission 
merchant and grocer in St. Louis, Mo. 
He had been married 29 years. He had 
six living children, one of whom is in 
Cuba with the Sixth Missouri volun- 
teers. Another is in business in Kansas 
City, and the others are at home with 
their mother in St. Louis. 

The Omaha Fire. 

Omaha, Neb., March 25.—The coro- 
ner’s inquest into the Patterson block 
fire was held Friday, but nothing was 
developed to show that the fire was of 
incendiary origin. It was.conclusively 
shown that it did not originate on the 
top floor or from a gasoline stove ex- 
plosion, as the only stove of the kind in 
the building contained no gasoline and 
had not been used for months. Several 
firemen were called, including the mem- 
bers of the company first on the ground. 
They were all of the opinion the fire 
started in the basement at the foot of 
the elevator shaft. 

More Bodies Found. 

New York, March 25.—Four more 
bodies were recovered from the ruins 
of the Windsor hotel Friday. The rec- 
ord, as it now stands, is 23 dead, 40 or 
more missing, and a large collection of 
small bones. 


Bryan Talks on Fraternity. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 25.—The 
Sovereign Camp of Woodmen of the 
World adjourned sine die Friday after 
the installation of officers and the hear- 
ing of an address by Hon. William J. 
Bryan, who is in the city. Col. Bryan 
was called upon for a speech and re- 
sponded in a 15-minutes’ talk appro- 
priate to the audience and not of a po- 
litical character. He spoke of his ad- 
miration for fraternal and benevolent 
associations and was particularly eulo- 
gistic of the insurance feature. 


Won’t Pay Dog Tax. 

Vincennes, Ind., March 25.—Almost 
100 indictments were returned by the 
grand jury against persons for failure 
to pay their dog tax to the assessor for 
the year 1898. As aresult four farmers 
are languishing in jail, having been 
fined in the circuit court, and rather 
than pay they went to jail to show how 
absurd the law is. A combination has 
been formed among all those indicted 
to go to jail as fast as a trial can be had. 


Flying Trip to Tallahassee. 

Thomasville, Ga., March 25.—Presi- 
dent McKinley and quite a large party 
Friday made a flying trip to Tallahas- 
see, Fla. Vice President Hobar® has 
not been well, never having recovered 
from the effects of an attack of grippe 
last winter, so he and Mrs. Hobart re- 
mained behind.

THE SINGLE TAX. 


Editor Evening Times: 

“H,” in his “communication” in Tues- 
day’s Times, asks some questions upon 
the single tax which I will endeavor to 
answer. 

He seems most afraid of two things, 
that ‘the government “will not get 
enough to eat, and tha't people will be 
taxed so high they will not use the 
land. l 

Well, what will the peoplee use. in 
place of ithe land? It is easy enough 
to find a substitute for Carter’s Little 
Liver Pills, but not for land. 

If “H.” will read the opening state- 
ment in last Sunday’s address he will 
notice that “single taxers propose to 
gradually abolish all present forms of 
direct and indirect taxation, except the 
tax upon the value of land,” and at the 
same time to increase this tax “until 
the entire, revenue for local, state and 
national government is derived from 
this single source,” or “until the entire 
value of land is absorbed in taxation.” 

This compound statement is made to 
satisfy those who are afraid the gov- 
ernment will not be fed, 
does not for one minute suppose that 
Single taxers intend to get more value 
out of land than. there is in it? It is 
impossible to absolutely prove that land 
values will be sufficient for all rev- 
enues except by. trial. But Thos. -G. 
Shearman ha's collected statistics which 
prove that 45 per cent of present land 
values would meet all present govern- 
ment expenses. This will allow consid- 
erable margin for shrinkage under the 
single tax. The main object of single 
taxers is to abolish that mother of ali 
monopolies, land monopoly. That ac- 
complished, the single taxer would wil- 
lingly become a double taxer if the 
government required more revenue. 
But no person, who is well grounded in 
this subject, has any fear that land vai- 
ues will not suffice. 

Special pains were taken in the pa- 
per read last Sunday to state clearly 
that the government will net, and 
should not, receive, own, or hold unoc- 
cupied land under the single tax, yet 
“H.” persists in falling into that com- 
mon error. He, like many others,’ is 
afraiid land will pass off in the form of 
gas, or disappear in some other equally 
inconceivable manner if something or 


;somebody does not hold -on to it by 


means of ‘a piece of paper with writing 
On (it; © ae 

- Unoccupied land, under the single tax, 
will remain just where it is and as it is, 
until popula'tion becomes dense enough 
to make a demand for its use, and then 
it will be used without paying tribute 
to a landlord. It will be just the same 
as entering a new country. 

“H.” wants to know how it will work 
in practice. 

Let us ‘suppese that a business man 
on Main st. owns his place of business. 
The lot is worth $2,000 and his building 
and fixtures $4,000. Say his taxes now 
amount 'to 2.per cent on $6,000, or $120. 
The single tax would take the annual 
rental value of the land or the legal 
rate of interest on its capitalized value, 
say 6 per cent on $2,000, or $120. Would 
he be taxed any heavier? Suppose his 
building were to burn. Under present 
conditions he could probably seli that 
land for $2,000. Under the single tax ne 
one would pay ‘him $2,000 for the privi- 
lege of paying $120 per year taxes upon 
it. Its selling value would have disap- 
peared. This seems very unjust to this 
man at first thought. But, he could use 
his insurance to rebuild and carry on 
his business as before, and suffer no 
loss. Suppose, however, he knows. of 
another lot, that no one is using, in `a 
more desirable location where he could 
do a better business. Under the present 
System he would have ‘to sell his old 
lot, add more money to its price and

buy the more desirable one. But under 
the single tax he could take up the new 
lot and drop the qld one by merely no- 
tifying ‘the tax assessor or registrar. In 
this case he would be benefitted by the 
tax. Suppose, however, now that his 
building is burned he decided to quit 
business and desires to convert every- 
thing into money. Then he would lose 
the $2,000 he originally paid for the lot. 
But this loss will be due to the transi- 
tion from the present system to the 
single tax, not to the single tax itself, 
and it would only occur once. A person 
nurses an aching tooth, dreading the 
pain of having it pulled, and does not 
go to the dentist until the tooth com- 
pels him to. No one expects to see ‘the 
Single tax in operation until people feel 
the pain of land monopoly sufficiently, 
and the more intelligent of them see 
the remedy clearly enough to be willing 
to endure the pain of the change. 
Single taxers propose a gradual change 
which will give land owners time to ad- 
just themselves. 

Let us look at our Main st. business 
man from another point of view. Sup- 
pose he had $4,000 and wants to go into 
business. He can build his store and 
stock it wilth this amount. Under pres- 
ent conditions he would have to borrow 
$2,000 at 6 per cent to get the lot to build 
it upon. He would now be at an annual 
expense of $120 interest and $120 taxes 
or $240. Now under tthe single tax, 
starting ‘with Ithe same capital, he would 
pay only $120 tax instead of $240 interest 
and tax. Would he be any worse off 
than now? ‘This is assuming land val- 
ues remain as high as at present, which 
they would not, for they are largely 
fictitious now. Nor js ‘this all. The 
taxes upon goods before he received 
them increases the price, so he cannot 
handle as large a volume of trade with 
his capital. High prices decreases the 
and 
cramps trade, and land monopoly de- 
creases ‘the wages of laborers who buy 
his goods and also cramps trade. 

The single tax would abolish taxes on 
goods and prevent land monopoly, thus 


i 


increasing our storekeeper’s trade while 


reducing hls expenses, even if it did 
not decrese his direct taxes. He would, 
at least, know what was hurting him, 
which is more than he knows at present. 
Does it look as if this man would ‘‘re- 
fuse” to use the land? Does it not 
rather look as if this man would use 
more land and that everyone would use 
more land 'than at present? If we take 
our poor working man, about whom 
“H.” is so anxious, through the same 
course of sprouts, the same things 
would happen, only more so in his case, 
for he could go where land values are 
low and his taxes, therefore, would be 
low, while the business man must re- 


main where land values are high. 


In a number of cities in the United 
States, and especially ini Baltimore, 
millions of dollars are invested in busi- 
ness blocks and buildings of the mosit 
expensive kind, thalt stand upon land 
not one inch of which is owned by the 
owners of ‘the buildings, Why do not 
those people ‘refuse’ to use that land? 
Does “H.” suppose it is any easier to 
pay the rental value to the landlord 
than to 'the tax collector? And does he 
suppose ‘the landlord ïs satisfied with 
any less than the rental value? 

“H.” says there are vacant houses in 
Ann Arbor. If he will look a little far- 
ther he ‘will find two or three families 
living in the same house. Why don’t 
‘these families live in separate housesi? 
Because the landlord taxes them so high 
and because wages are so low that they 
cannot afford it. The land of Ann Ar- 
bor is valuable because there are 15,000 
people here who must use it, and for no 
other reason. Now the landlord wants 
to charge ithesie people interest not only 
on the price of the houses, which he 
creates, but also on the land value, 
which they create, anid to which he has 
no right. So these people, the non-land 
owning citizens of Ann Arbor, say, since 
we must use the land we will use as 
little of it as possible, and double up 
two families in a house, leaving the 
other houses to rot away unused. Sure- 
ly these people have better sense than 
the landlord, for they acomplish their 
object and the landlord fails ito accom- 
plish. his. | 

Now take the interest on the land 
value ‘for city expenses, and abolish all 
taxes on improvements. The land spec- 


ula'tor ‘will lose money just as all spec- | 


ulators are liable and ought to, but 
the fand improver and (builder can and 
will fix up his houses and lower rents. 
Then the people will live one family in 
a house again. It is the present system 
or lack of system that drives people off 
the land. Cannat “H.” see that the 
rental value of land must be paid by 
the user under any system, either in a 
lump sum or in annual payments, either 
to a landlord or as taxes? And cannot 
he see that by taking land value in tax- 
ation and abolishing ali other taxes the 
land user’s burden is cut in two? And 
cannot he see that the user is the only

Rich Pearl Fields Discovered. 

New pearl fields of great richness 
have been discovered off the coast of 
New Caledonia on the west side, ac- 
‘cording to United States Consul Wolf 
at Noumea.

‘This is assuming land val- 
ues remain as high as at present, which 
they would not, for they are largely 
fictitious now. Nor is ‘this all. The 
taxes upon goods before he received 
them increases ithe price, so he cannot 
handle as large a volume of trade with 
his capital. High prices decreases the 


| purchasing power of customers and 


‘cramps trade, and land monopoly de- 
creases the wages of laborers who buy 
his goods and also cramps trade. 

The single tax would abolish taxes on 
goods and prevent land monopoly, thus 
increasing our storekeeper’s trade while 
reducing ‘his expenses, even if it did 
not decrese his direct taxes. He would, 
at least, know what was hurting him, 
which is more than jhe knows at present. 
Does it look as if this man would “re- 
fuse” to use the land? Does it not 
rather look as if this man would use 
more land and that everyone would uxe 
more land than at present? If we take 
our poor working man, about whom 
“H.” ig so anxious, ‘through the same 
course of sprouts, the same things 
‘would happen, only more so in his case, 
for he ‘could go where land values are 
low and his taxes, therefore, would be 
low, while the business man must re- 
main where land values are high. 

In a number of cities in the Unilted 
States, and especially ini Baltimore, 
millions of idollars are invested in busi- 
ness blocks and buildings of the most 
expensive kind, that stand upon land 
not one inch of which is owned by the 
owners of ‘the buildings. Why do not 
those people “‘refuse’’ to use that land? 
Does “H.” suppose it is any easier to 
pay the rental value to the landlord 
than to ‘the tax collector? And does he 
suppose tthe landlord is satisfied with 
any less than the rental value? 

“H.” says there are vacant houses in 
Ann Arbor. If he will look a little far- 
ther he will find two or three families 
living in ‘the same house. Why don’t 
these families live in separate houses? 
Because the landlord taxes them so high 
and because wages are so low that they 
cannot afford it. The land of Ann Ar- 
bor is valuable because there are 15,000 
people here who must use it, and for no 
other reason. Now the landlord wants 
to charge ithese people interest not only 
on the price of the houses, which he 
creates, but also on the land value, 
which they create, anid to which he has 
no right. So these people, the non-land 
owning citizens of Ann Arbor, say, since 
we must use the land we will use as 
little of it as possible, and double up 
two families in a house, leaving the 
other houses to rot away unused. Sure- 
ly these people have better sense than 
the landlord, for they acomplish ‘their 
object and the landlord fails to accom- 
plish his. 

Now take the interest on the land 
value for city expenses, and abolish all 
taxes on improvements. The land spec- 
ulattor will lose money just as all spec- 
ulators are liable and ought to, but 
the fand improver and (builder can and 


will fix up ‘his houses and lower rents. 


Then the people will live one family in 
a house again. It is the present system 
or lack of system that drives people off 
the land. Cannat “H.” see ‘that the 
rental value of land must be paid by 
the user under any system, either in a 
lump sum or in annual payments, either 
to a landlord or as taxes? And cannot 
he see that by taking land value in tax- 
ation and abolishing ali other taxes the 
land user’s burden is cut in two? And 
cannot he see that the user is the only 
man who has any right to hold or oc- 
cupy land? Many compare land tenure 
under the single tax to “squatting.” 
Squatters’ ‘tenure is not law, and is 
therefore not secure. Tenure under the 
single 'tax is law, and is, therefore, se- 
cure. Even a lawyer ought to see that. 
If “H.” will look at the whole picture 
instead of a distorted half of it, he will 
see the cat.

Frank Owen Writes an Interesting 
Letter From Cuba. 
(Continued from Thursday’s Issue.) 

It was cold down in those caves. We 
had candles and a hammer and we 
found stone pillars growing down from 
ithe roofs of the caves, and when we hit 
them they made different tones. For 
fear that someone might get lost we 
made the rule that part of the crowd 
should stay at the mouth of the cave 


zled to find ‘his: way out. Several times 
the signal rang out, but the wanderers 
were in each case located ‘without diffi- 
culty. Just before leaving, Fred Webb 
haid the luck to shoot an old badger and 
capture her three cubs. By the time 
we had eaten our supper and had start- 
ed down towards the low lands it was 
growing dark. We knew ‘that we must 
‘be near the Cuban headquarters, and 
sure enough we soon heard a challeng- 
ing shout. We halted and I called out, 
“Americana,” which means ‘Ameri- 
can,” when at once we heard the shout 
of “Ala,” or “all right.’’ 

‚When we came in sight of-the Cuban 
guard he spoke to us and offered to 
shake hands. After this: ceremony he 
invited us over to the fire, which had 
served as his cook stove, and made us 
sit down. He poked the fire up so that 
he could see our faces, and after we had 
talked a while Fred Webb asked him 
if he had called halt to us. He said yes, 
but added that when ‘we answered 
“Americana he was in joy to think 
that American. soldiers were with him. 
He wanted to give us something to eat. 
We would not let him do ‘this, but 
asked his permission to sleep in a box 
car which stood near. He said “Ya,” 
which means ‘‘yes,’’ but motioned to us 
not to hurry about retiring. We sat up 
with him until very late, showing him 
our guns and other possessions, with 
all of which things he seemed much 
pleased. The next morning we were 
awakened by people talking loudly 
around us, and on getting up found 
that the Cubans were starting for town. 
It was dark, but the moon was shining, 
and we were able to count them. They 
numbered about 200. It was not long 
before breakfast was ready, and after 
finishing it the boys struck off into the 
mountains to hunt for berries. On their 
return ‘they brovght hack with “them 
the badger which Fred had killed the 
night before, and showed it to the Cu- 
bans. They said it was good to eat, 
so we made them a present of it. They 
cooked it up at once and some ten or 
twelve of them managed to make quite 


ta feast of it. 


By this time it was well along in the 
afternoon and, as we had to be back in 
camp before dark, we said good-bye to 
our Cuban entertainers. We made a 
halt at the river and took a swim, anda 
also stopped at the Cuban hut and got 
Some more coffee. It was just dark 
when we reached camp, and by the time 
we had had our supper and had had 
time to sit or lie down, we found that 
we were very tired. The trip was hard- 
er on me than on the rest, for I was not 
accustomed to so much walking. It did 
not take long, however, for me to come 
around all right.
